Transportation director: 
more buses would provide 
marginal benefits for the cost

WILMINGTON — Super- 
intendent Dr. Glenn Brand 
and Transportation Direc- 
tor Lisa Faretra delivered 
a bus transportation up- 
date for the School Com- 
mittee at their Nov. 15 
meeting. 

Brand explained there 
had been extensive conver- 
sation and discussion about 
school bus _ transportation 
over the past few months. 
He reminded the audience 
of changes made in the end 
of October to add a bus to 
the fleet and adjust start 
times at the Boutwell, 
Shawsheen Street, and West 
Intermediate schools. 

He mentioned they were 
no longer recommending 
changing the start time at 
the high school which had 
been previously under con- 
sideration. He added that 
the bus tracking app is 
fully functional for all 
grades with North Read- 
ing Transportation provid- 
ing bus route data. 

Since their last trans- 
portation discussion, he 
gathered data on Wilming- 
ton’s transportation com- 
pared to those of surround- 
ing communities. He re- 
flected anecdotally that 
services are cost-effective 
and efficient with 17 buses 
covering eight schools and 
five different start times. 

Faretra discussed the 
data from other communi- 
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ties further, highlighting 
the differences between 
other towns. Reading ser- 
vices only seven of their 
nine buildings. Andover 
runs 42 buses between all 
of their schools with just 
two start times. Burling- 
ton and Woburn transport 
for all schools, although 
Burlington has six build- 
ings and Woburn has 10. 

For 2025, Brand said they 
could consider additional 
buses, which they believed 
would minimally shorten 
the total ride length for 
children while increasing 
alignment of school start 
and end times. They. also 
plan to keep school start 
times the same as they are. 

He stated his shared 
opinion with the trans- 
portation director that the 
additional cost of buses 
may not yield noticeable 
improvements to warrant 
the costs. He also added 
the only way to allow all 
elementary schools — to 
start and end at the same 
time would be to add nine 
more buses, and to ensure 
all buses are there for 
immediate pickup after 
school would require an 
additional 19 buses. 

Further improvements 
recommended by Brand 
included the establishment 
of a working group to cre- 
ate a set of general expec- 
tations, review of the com- 
mittee’s bus transportation 
policy, and finalizing the 
desired bus fleet size. He 
didn’t recommend adding 
an extra bus for next year, 
but he suggested that the 
committee move quickly if 
they were inclined to add 
an extra bus. 

Faretra later explained 
there are limited route 
changes that can be made 
still, but they’re. running 
out. of fixes for issues and 


running into common inci- 


dents. One thing she wants 
to do next year is to pro- 
mote the use of bus pass- 
es. 

M.J. Byrnes said that 
she supports the develop- 
ment of expectations and 
wants to see the district 
keep the start times and 
number of buses the same 
for next year. 

Stephen Turner. agreed 
with the expectations to be 
created also. He suggested 
the only way to get addi- 
tional money for the buses 
seemed to be through fees. 
He later stated he would- 
n’t support adding a large 
number of new buses to 
the fleet. 

Faretra replied that the 
implementation of bus 
fees may result in some 
students choosing not to 
take the bus in that case, 
which would reduce the 
need for more buses and 
increase traffic on the 
roads. She also suggested 
that each new bus would 
only save about 5-10 min- 
utes for a single bus route. 

Faretra went on to ex- 
plain how it takes time for 
the buses to load and un- 
load students at the 
schools each day. Brand 
said the elementary build- 
ings, aren’t equipped to 
allow all buses to load or 
unload students at the 
same time. 

Dr. Mike Mercaldi asked 
for an explanation on the 


bus counts they suggested - 


to align elementary school 
start times and for all 
buses to be at the schools 
at the bell. Faretra an- 
swered that the 19 buses 
would be the number to 
service the Shawsheen and 
the West at the same time, 
and if the North and Wo-

results highlighted

WILMINGTON — The 
School Committee re- 
ceived a presentation on 
youth risk behavior 
from Coordinator of Be- 
havioral Health and So- 
cial Emotional Support 
Christine Murray, in col- 
laboration with consult- 
ant John Snow Inc, or 
JSI, based on the results 
of a survey given to Wil- 
mington students. 

A video presentation 
from JSI, voiced by rep- 
resentative Becca Mil- 


lock, explained that the 


survey questions per- 
tained to safety, dis- 
crimination, violence- 
related behavior and ex- 
periences, mental health, 


substance abuse, sexual 


behaviors, physical acti- © 


vity and nutrition, and 
protective factors. 

She said Wilmington 
had 40 percent of high 
school students and 77 
percent of middle school 
students participate. Be- 
cause of the low partici- 
pation of high school 
students, they couldn’t 
report on all of the cate- 
gories of students with- 
out compromising stu- 
dent anonymity. 

Some of the highlights 
from the survey. results 
showed that seven per- 
cent of middle school 
and six percent of high 
school students skipped 
school in the past 30 days 
because they felt unsafe. 
LGBTQ+ students were 


significantly more likely 
to do so than other stu- 
dents. 

Middle school female 
students’ results showed 
that they were less likely 
to have ever been in a 
physical fight. Regard- 
ing bullying, there was 
an increase in students 
being bullied from 2021 
by three percent. There 
was a decrease in high 
school students who 
were subject to electron- 
ic bullying from 14 per- 
cent in 2019 to just five 
percent. Gender diverse 
and transgender stu- 
dents were more likely to 
consider suicide and 
self-harm as evidenced 
from their results.

Car wash plan for 
402 Main St. coming

TEWKSBURY — The 
Tewksbury Planning Board 
met on Monday, Nov. 13, 
2023 at town hall. 

Town Planner Alex Low- 
der reported that on Nov. 
27, the board will review a 
proposal for a car wash at 
the site of Tewksbury Flo- 
rist and Greenery at 402 
Main St. Lowder also said a 
plan has been established 
to complete the property at 
17 Lee St., which is owned 
by Board of Health mem- 
ber Bob Scarano. 

The board voted to set 
its 2024 meeting dates. 

The board granted a spe- 
cial permit extension re- 
quest to the Daly Group at 
1625 Andover St.; the site 
was proposed for a restau- 
rant in 2019 but the owner 
is now seeking to come 
back with a possible retail 
cannabis tenant. 

The board also granted 
an administrative amend- 


ment for Lowell Five at 
1605 Andover St. to re- 
move pedestrian connec- 
tion requirements between 
the main building and the 
ATM. 

The board discussed a 
special permit application 
from developer Mike Sac- 
cone at 935 Main St. Un- 
der the recent bylaw amend- 
ment passed at Town 
Meeting, Saccone sought 
to convert one commer- 
cial unit in his townhouse 
development, across from 
the police station, into a 
permanently affordable 
unit that will be handicap 
accessible. The board 
lauded the now four af- 
fordable units on the prop- 
erty and approved the re- 
quest. 

The board discussed a 
site plan review, special 
permit, and land distur- 
bance permit application 
for 1167, 1177, and 1187 Main 
St., the MacLellan Oil site. 
Attorney Don Borenstein 


‘and consultant Meera Cou- 


sens discussed a 24-unit 
apartment building — re- 
duced from 30 units — with 
62 parking spaces. The 
three-story property will 
have six outdoor EV charg- 
ers and a street-level in- 
door garage; four units will 
be designated as afford- 
able. 

The board sought to es- 
tablish walkable areas to 
municipal amenities like 
the library from the prop- 
erty. The board continued 
the discussion. 

The board continued a 
discussion on a site plan 
review, special permit, and 
land disturbance permit 
application, at the request 
of the applicant. Appli- 
cants were also granted 
continuations for a site 
plan review, special per- 
mit, and land disturbance 
permit application for 913 
East St.; a site plan review 
and special permit appli- 
cation for Tree House 
Brewing Company at 1879 
Main St.; and a site plan 


review application for 
Tewksbury Dental Associ- 
ates at 1438 Main St. 

The board discussed the 
new Brelundi kitchen at 
836-846 Main St. Owner 
Michael Colomba expres- 
sed frustration at the last 
meeting at the slow pace 
of approvals and proce- 
dures to get the building 
open. Colomba and his 
engineer reviewed DPW 
comments and sought ap- 
proval of site plan review 
conditional on meeting 
the DPW’s requirements. 

Board members sought 
greater clarity on storm- 
water issues. The board 
continued the item to the 
next meeting.

State fire marshal | 
urges cooking safety 
on Thanksgiving 


STOW — With Thanks- 
giving just a week away, 
State Fire Marshal Jon 
M. Davine is urging res- 
idents to make fire safe- 
ty a priority in the kit- 
chen as we approach the 
number one day for 
home fires in Massachu- 
setts. 

“There are about twice 
as many fires on Thanks- 
giving as on the next- 
closest day, and almost 
all of them start with 
unsafe cooking prac- 
tices,” said State Fire 
Marshal Davine. “Don’t 
let a fire ruin this spe- 


cial day with your fami- _ 


ly and loved ones. Prac- 
tice fire safety when 
cooking and heating 
your home, and be sure 
you have working smoke 


and carbon monoxide - 


alarms that can alert 
you to danger.” 


Thanksgiving 
Cooking Fires 


There were 721 Thanks- 


giving Day fires in Mas- 


sachusetts from 2018 to 
2022, and about 70% of 
them started with cook- 
ing activities at home. 
That’s more than double 
the next-leading day, 
which is Christmas Eve. 
Last year, Thanksgiving 
cooking fires increased 
slightly, from 97 to 103, 
causing two fire service 
injuries and nearly $3 
million in reported dam- 
ages. 

State Fire Marshal Da- 
vine offered cooking 
safety tips that everyone 


can follow to stay fire- 


safe in the kitchen this 
year: 


Smoke and 
Carbon Monoxide (CO) 
Alarms 
Save Lives 
¢ Be sure you have 
working smoke and CO 
alarms on every level of 

your home. 

e Check the manufac- 
turing date printed on 
the back of the alarms: 
smoke alarms should be 
replaced after 10 years, 
and CO alarms should 
be replaced after 5-10 
years depending on the 
model. 


e Never disable a smoke © 


alarm: modern smoke 
alarms should have a 
“hush” feature that is 
much safer than remov- 
ing the batteries. 

e If your alarms take 
alkaline batteries, re- 
place the batteries twice 


a year: if you aren’t sure 
when they were last re- 
placed, do it today. 


Keep it Clean 


e Clean up presse 
spills 

¢ Keep groceries, food 
packaging, towels, and 
other flammable mate- 
rials away from the 
stovetop 

¢ Keep pot handles 
turned inward to pre- 
vent spills 

¢ Create a three-foot 
child-free zone around 
the stove 

¢ Only use the oven for 
cooking, not for heating 
or storage, and be sure 


it’s empty before you . 


turn it on 
Stand by Your Pan 


e Stay in the kitchen 
when boiling, broiling, 
or frying food 

e Set a timer when 
baking or roasting so 
you don't lose track of 
time 

¢ Loose sleeves can 
ignite if they get too 
close to burners or heat- 
ing elements: wear clo- 
thing with short or 
tight-fitting sleeves 


Put a Lid on It 


° In the event of a fire 
on the stovetop, cover 
the pan with a lid or 
cookie sheet to smother 
the flames 

e Never try to move a 
burning pan or douse it 
with water 

¢ For a fire in the oven 
or microwave, leave the 
door closed, turn off the 
appliance, and call the 
fire department 

¢ Have the appliance 
professionally checked 
before using it after a 
fire 

° If you can't extin- 
guish the fire quickly, 
get to safety and call 9- 
1-1 

° If your clothing cat- 
ches fire, stop, drop, and 
roll to put out the 
flames. Put burns in 
cool running water for 
10-15 minutes. Call 9-1-1 
for help. 


Turkey Fryers 


A devastating turkey 
fryer fire in New Bed- 
ford caused severe in- 
juries and displaced al- 
most 30 people in 2020. 
Fire safety experts 
strongly discourage the 


use of outdoor gas-fuel- 
ed turkey fryers that 
immerse the turkey in 
hot oil. There are no 
outdoor turkey fryers 
that have a listing from 
an independent testing 
laboratory such as UL 
or ETL, and the risk of . 
hot oil spilling or ignit- 
ing is high. 


The National Fire 


Protection Association 
‘states that home use of 
“turkey fryers that use 


cooking oil, as currently 
designed, are not suit- 
able for safe use by even 
a well-informed and 
careful consumer.” They 
recommend using new 
“oil-less” turkey fryers. 


Gas Ovens: 
A Source of 
Carbon Monoxide 


Generally, the con- 
fined space of a closed 
gas oven does not pro- 
duce enough carbon mo- 
noxide (CQ) to present 
any dangers, but it can 
present a hazard if used 
for several hours con- 
secutively — such as 
when roasting a turkey. 
If you have a kitchen 
exhaust fan, use it; if 
not, crack a window for 
fresh air when using the 
gas oven for a prolonged 
period. Working CO al- 
arms are vitally impor- 
tant to protect you and 
your loved ones from 
carbon monoxide poi- 
soning. 


Home Heating: 
#1 Source of 
Carbon Monoxide, 
#2 Cause of Fires 


Heating is the second 
leading cause of fires on 
Thanksgiving and the 
primary source of car- 
bon monoxide in the 
home. Give your fur- 
hace an annual check- 
up, have chimneys clean- 
ed and inspected by a 
professional at the be- 
ginning of heating sea- 
son, and place space 
heaters on flat, lever 
surfaces where in loca- 
tions where they won’t 
be bumped or tripped 
over. Keep a three-foot 
“circle of safety” free of 
anything that can burn 
around all heat sources.

Magaldi said that stake- 
holder input would’ be 
sought to be sure that the 
needs of the town are met. 
For example, does the 
town need more softball 
field or would another type 
of field be appropriate at 
that site? 

Bringing the fields up to a 
quality level regardless of 
use will take some years, 
explained Magaldi. To that 
end, Magaldi explained 
that the fields will need to 
be mowed in the spring, an 
item that must be absorbed 
by his current budget. 

Magaldi asked for three 
items from the Finance 
Committee FY 2024 Re- 


serve Fund: an increase of 
$2,400 to the contractual

“Our department is com- 
pletely strapped,” said 
Marciello. 

The discussion, accord- 
ing to Cimaglia, has been 
ongoing for years as to the 
need for a full-time person 
both in veterans services 
and to adequately staff the 
senior center, and the re- 
cent changes have moved 
this topic up in priority. 
The committee debated 
using a reserve fund 
transfer to cover a tempo- 
rary need with a perma- 
nent employee vs. funding 
a temporary employee to 
cover a need that may 
resolve on July 1 when Ci- 
maglia presumably returns 
to his role as director of 


veterans Services. 

Marciello explained that 
waiting to fund a full-time 
person until F'Y25 and the 
move to the new senior 
center would place elder 
services at a deficit.

Survey shows 31 percent of high school students used alcohol

In connectedness, they 
found that most students 
had at least one family 
adult who they felt they 
could talk to, while fewer 
had an adult outside of 
their family, and even 
fewer had an adult at 
school whom they could 
talk to. Female students 
were shown to be more 
likely to have a friend of 
similar age to talk to. 

Alcohol use was dis- 
‘played at seven percent 
in middle school and 31 
percent in high school. 
LGBTQ+ students were 
more likely to have used 
marijuana. However, the 
percent of students re- 
porting marijuana use in 


the past 30 days decreased. 
They saw the number of 
students who typically 
got eight or more hours 
of sleep increased, but 
even then it was only half 
of middle school and a 
quarter of high school 
students. There were also 
only about half of. stu- 
dents participating who 
had eaten breakfast six 
of the past seven days. 
Overall, Millock said 
substance use decreased 
according to the results 
since 2019, and students 
reported high levels of 
social support from their 
peers and family mem- 
bers. However, transgen- 
der, gender diverse, and 
LGBTQ+ students repor- 
ted they were suffering 


in areas of mental health 
and school safety. 

Murray explained the 
student support services 
department would be de- 
veloping priorities and 
areas of concern while 
including families in this 
work. This would be an 
opportunity for future 
planning and identification 
of areas for grant funding. 
Some of the current 
activities and programs 
based on health-related

Dempsey 
plays a lot of good football 
and you can really hear it 
in the way he plays.” 

And those heading to Wil- 
mington Thursday morn- 
ing should keep their ears 
open for one final barrage 
of fireworks from the 220- 
pound, 5-foot-10, Murphy 
who has also proven to 
be a lethal short-yardage 
threat out of the backfield 
for the 5-5 Wildcats. 

“It’s a tone setter,” Mur- 
phy says of his penchant

“You bring that first hit 
and the other team knows 
that it’s going to be a long 
game.

And that unrelenting spi- 
rit and toughness on both 
sides of the ball may be 
what concerns Tewksbury 
coach Brian Aylward the 
most as he breaks down 
the Wildcats’ film heading 
into Thursday’s showdown. 

“He’s like an old school 

Wilmington guy that can 
do it on both sides of the 
ball and the coaches know 
that and they put a lot on 
his shoulders,” said the 
veteran Tewksbury coach. 
“He’s one of the better 
players out there who 
does that hard work on 
two sides of the ball. He 
would fit in any era of Wil- 
mington football.” 
. Now in his seventh year on 
the sidelines for Wilming- 
ton, Turner agrees with that 
assessment, but notes there 
is a softer side to this hitting 
machine as well.

Murphy was an avid box-

As a freshman during a

his junior year, Flahive 
showed up for all the team 
activities, including every 
practice, while: still on 
crutches. 

"It was a tough thing to 
lose a season so early in 
the year, because I had been 
waiting for it all year," said 
Flahive. "I did miss play- 
ing, last year, but I made it 
my mission to go to prac- 
tice every day on my crut- 
ches. Football is not — to 
me — just about playing. 
It's about the team and the 
camaraderie. It's an expe- 
rience and I love being a 
part of it." 

It was that type of dedi- 
cation which made it an 
easy call to elect Flahive 
one of the senior captains 
for the 2023 season. 

"For him to be selected as 
a captain by the players 
and the coaches speaks to 
the kind of character he 
has," said Aylward.

WILMINGTON — Just 
over a week from the an- 
nual : Wilmington/Tewks- 
bury Thanksgiving Day 
clash, it’s a bitter Novem- 
ber evening at Alumni 
Field. The sun is setting 
and the wind is piercing 
through the air, but that 
doesn’t stop the Wilming- 
ton High football squad 
from getting every ounce 
of preparation for the big 
game. 

Footballs are flying as 
members of the squad file 
out of the locker room for 
practice. 

Noah Spencer is one of 
those players. 

However, instead of a 
practice jersey, he’s in a 
sweatshirt — and instead 
of football pants, he’s wear- 
ing a knee brace up the 
entirety of his right leg. 
Yet he’s tossing a football 
around. with his team- 
mates as if he were going 
to partake in the drills that 
could soon commence. 

Despite being injured, 
there is nothing peculiar 
about the senior’s presence 
on this particular night. 
Spencer has been right be- 
side his team through the 
ups and downs of this fall 
football season while re- 
covering from a torn men- 
iscus. 

The versatile offensive 
weapon was set for a break- 
out senior season — that’s 
until disaster struck last 
summer in a 7v7 scrim- 
mage. 

“I jumped in for a pass 
and came down and land- 
ed on it weirdly,” he re- 
called. “I got an MRI (and 
learned) I tore my menis- 
cus.” 


In the blink of an eye, 


Spencer was sidelined for 
the whole football season 
as his six-month recovery 


process began. 

After undergoing surgery 
about a month ago, Spen- 
cer is hoping to return to 
the basketball court at 
some point during the win- 
ter. 

“It was definitely some 
sad news to miss the year 
and most of basketball 
season too, but I’ve just 
been trying to get through 
it and talk out my feelings 
and stuff like that,” said 
Spencer. 

Between not being able 
to apply any pressure on 
his right leg for a month 
to being in a wheelchair, 
Spencer’s start to his sen- 
ior year hasn’t exactly 
gone as planned. However, 
Spencer was elected team 
captain for a reason, and 
he wasn’t going to let his 
injury get in the way of 
his leadership capabili- 
ties. 

“T’m still here, I’m not 
going away,” he proclaim- 
ed. “I’m not going to leave 


-the boys out there and I’ll 


still be there to support 
them. I’ve been trying to 
help the underclassmen 
and help whoever’s at my 
position to try and teach 
them some moves.” 

It’s safe to say his efforts 
have been felt. 

Even without Spencer on 
the field, the Wildcats have 
posted a successful 5-5 sea- 
son on the field with hopes 
of improving to a winning 
record against the Redmen 
on Thanksgiving. 

“It’s been a big improve- 
ment,” he said of his team’s 
play this season. “We’ve 
been working hard, espe- 
cially at practice. We put 
in the work to have a way 
better year than last year 
and hopefully, we can win 
this Thanksgiving game to 
give us a winning record 
for the year.” 

That doesn’t mean his 
skill set hasn’t been missed.

can only imagine what 
could have been if No. 43 
was an option in the play- 
book this season. 

“There’s been several 
points this year where I’ve 
turned to the coaches and 
said, ‘Man do we miss 
Spencer,” said the coach. 
“He was one of our better 
players and to not have 
him all season has been 
very tough.” 

Not only was it tough on 
the team to lose a primary 
option in the offense, but 
Turner can only imagine 
the mental hardships the 


senior has had to endure 


amidst his injury. Being 
the person he is, the coach 
isn’t surprised one bit by 
how Spencer has been 
able to navigate the obsta- 
cle. 

“I can’t say enough about 
the leadership he’s given 
us,” said Turner. “That kid 
shows up to everything, 
he’s there every single 
day. I don’t know if I could 
say I’d be the same way, 
I’d like to think I would be 
but there’s some days that 
it’s rainy and it’s cold (and 
I might just stay home). 
That kid is there every 
day, which is really im- 
pressive.

Wilmington’s Lambert and Aboukal 
quietly getting the job done

WILMINGTON — It’s a 


brisk October night at Wil- ° 


mington High School and 
the Wildcats are on the 
brink of victory. 

With less than 30 seconds 
remaining on the clock, 
the WHS football team 
lines up in the red zone, 
eyeing a second-and-13 on 
the Burlington 15-yard line. 

Down by three, Wilming- 
ton is in dire need of a big 
play. 

The ’Cats deliver. 

Quarterback Michael 
Lawler drops back into the 
pocket, gunning a fastball 
to Hunter Sands for the 
game-winning touchdown 
as the packed WHS bleach- 
ers erupt. And just like 
that, Sands is a hero. 

Players, coaches, and fans 
alike swarm the receiver 
for his clutch grab to propel 
the team past a talented 
Burlington squad en route 
to a 4-1 start to the fall. 

However, Sands wasn’t 
the only hero that Friday 
night. _ 

While the crowd was 
locked in on the receivers, 
they may not have recog- 
nized Wilmington’s offen- 
sive line creating a wall in 

\ front of Lawler, allowing 
its quarterback to com- 
fortably execute the game- 
deciding toss. 

Welcome to the life of a 
lineman. 

Whether it be bench- 
pressing a 300-pound mon- 
ster on offense or barrel- 
ing past the line of scrim- 
mage on defense, there 
aren’t any plays off for 
Wilmington senior two-way 
linemen Ali Aboukal and 
Clyde Lambert. 

And while it’s not pretty, 
their work was a primary 
factor in the team’s suc- 
cessful season on the turf 
this fall. They don’t 
always receive the credit 
they deserve, but the bond 
they’ve created is enough 
for the captains. 

“We got our own little 
handshakes, we got our ice 
baths together,” Aboukal 
said with a smile. “It’s a 
bond. I’d say we’re the clos- 
est position group on the 
team.” 

When Aboukal and Lam- 
bert take the field each 
night with their fellow 
linemen, that bond is what 
allows the group to func- 
tion as a unit. 

“We’re the closest on the 
team,” added Lambert. 
“When we’re lined up, 
we’re all right next to each 
other and if the guy to my 
right doesn’t make his 
block right, then it’s going 
to mess up my block and 
it’s gonna mess up the 
whole play. We have to 
know and trust our fellow 
linemen, There’s a lot of 
communication out on the 
field, a lot of if we see a 
blitz, we’ll call it out and 


make sure everyone knows 
and can adjust to it.” 

Heading into this season, 
the pair of linemen have 
had quite different paths 
that led them to their sen- 
ior year. As Aboukal has 
been playing football his 
whole life, Lambert first 
put on the pads in eighth 
grade. 

After being called up to 
practice with the varsity 
squad as a_ freshman, 
Aboukal had his mind set 
on starting as a sopho- 
more, 

“I remember this one 
moment I was sitting in 
the locker room and I told 
(the quarterback coach) 
my goal was to start at 
some point in the year and 
he looked at me and told 
me to make it my goal to 
start the first game of the 
season,” he recalled. 

And that’s exactly what 
happened. 

After Aboukal lined up 
next to a line full of sen- 
iors on opening night as a 
sophomore, it didn’t take 
long for him to realize the 
instant brotherhood that 
would soon transpire. 

“I was the only sopho- 
more on.an all-senior line,” 
he said. “I felt out of place, 
but I had to my left and to 
my right two linemen that 
I really looked up to. (They) 
taught me how to be a role 
model and now I see (the 
younger kids) who were in 
my shoes." 

“Ali is a kid who played 
right away for us as a soph- 
omore,” said WHS head 
coach Craig Turner. “He’s 
a three-year starter and 
he’s really cemented him- 
self as one of the better 
linemen that we’ve had 
come through. He’s an ath- 
letic kid for his size. In our 
offense, we do a lot of 
pulling and he’s all over 
the place. He’s really not a 
stationary lineman by any 
means.” 

Lambert, although not on 
the varsity squad, also hit 
his stride as a sophomore. 
Just like that, he cracked 
the starting lineup in his 
junior season. 

“Once I got to high 
school I started to put a 


little more effort into it,” 


he said. “I started going to 
the gym sophomore year 
and found my own with 
that, getting stronger and 
getting bigger.” 

Just as Turner noticed 
the growth of Aboukal, he 
was especially blown away 
by Lambert’s development. 
In less than a calendar 
year, Lambert. converted 
himself into one of the 
strongest and most skilled 
linemen on the team. 

“Clyde is a kid where his 
sophomore year if you had 
told anybody that he was 
going to be starting as a 
junior and then a captain 
as a senior, they probably 
would. have laughed at 
you,” said Turner. “That’s 
really a credit to him, he

really put in the work in 
the weight room and he 
made himself the player 
he is by getting stronger, 
getting bigger, and getting 
more athletic. This year 
he’s been fantastic for us 
playing defense and of- 
fense and he’s by far the 
strongest kid on our team. 
He’s a leader.” 

Lining up next to each 


‘other for the first time as 


juniors, the pair instantly 
embraced the lineman 
mindset. 

“Everyone says a foot- 
ball team is a family, but 
us linemen have a differ- 
ent relationship than ev- 
eryone else on the field,” 
said Aboukal. “You see our 
skill guys, our running 
backs and wide receivers 


‘get praise week in and 


week out scoring touch- 
downs. Us linemen, we get 
no praise, we only get hate 
if we mess up. We got to 
be there for each other 


_and be brothers." 


“We’re the unsung _he- 
roes of the team,” said 
Lambert. “If we don’t do 
our jobs, the quarterback 
gets sacked or you can’t 
make a run. The line is 
more of a team sport with 
a collective goal than a lot 
of other positions. If you’re 
a wide receiver, you’re 
going out for a pass and 
it’s just you versus that 
defensive back. But with 
us, it’s all working towards 
the same goal.” 

Most of the time, that 
goal doesn’t come easily. 
Through all the hard work, 
Aboukal and Lambert 
show up to practice and 
commit to the daily grind 
of the position. 

“The line spends a lot of 
time together, you do all 
the dirty work. If the start- 
ing wide receiver or quar- 
terback has a sore ham- 
string, the coach might sit 
them for a day: If a line- 
man has a sore hamstring, 
they say ‘Get out there,” 
Turner said with a laugh. 
“They’re a tough group.” 

After getting knocked out 
of the Div. 4 playoffs and 
edging Saugus in a non- 
playoff contest, there’s one 
final game left on the 
docket for both Aboukal 
and Lambert’s careers: 
The historic Thanksgiving 
Day clash with Tewksbury. 

Currently riding a 14- 
year skid on Turkey Day, 
Aboukal and Lambert are 
hoping to turn things 
around on Thursday. 

“For the past four years, 
the only goal ever was to 
beat Tewksbury,” said Abou- 
kal. “Our freshman quar- 
terback wasn’t even born 
the last time we won the 
Thanksgiving game. You 
came to the games when 
you were on the Pop War- 
ner teams, and now you’re 
given the opportunity to 
be that team, it’s dreams 
that we’re going to fulfill. 

“I’m excited, that’s real- 
ly it,” admitted Lambert.

n’t overthrown — it was 
placed perfectly in Feb- 
bo’s arms in the end zone 
for an easy score. 

This connection didn’t 
happen overnight. 

In fact, Febbo only start- 
ed playing football as a 
junior. Before catching 
deep balls on Friday nights 
this fall, Febbo was an im- 
pressive soccer goalkeeper 
who ultimately decided to 
trade in his soccer cleats 
for football ones. 

“I was kind of terrified 
because I wasn’t used to 
all that contact,” said Feb- 
bo of the transition.

4 Final 
Four, it’s safe to say the 
’Cats will rely on some big 
plays from the pair. 

“It’s going to be a defen- 
sive game,” said Lawler. 
“If we can lock them down 
I think it should be a good 
Thanksgiving Day." 

“It’s about who wants it 
more,” concluded Febbo. 
“It’s literally going to come 
down to who wants to win 
the game more, it’s not 
even about skill at this 
point. Whoever is going to 
play harder is going to 
win.”

Some teams were lucky 
this season, they didn't 
have to contend with No.

Last Saturday at Xaver- 
ian Brothers High School 
in Westwood, Duxbury was- 
n't so fortunate. 

A ferocious tackler with 
speed to boot, Shaw help- 
ed the Redmen limit the 
Dragons to 19 points.

Ignoring a mounting pile of setbacks and personal losses over the past year, Reading 
resident Steven Cool sure is doggedly committed to the cause. 

Since the summer of 2022, the Prospect Street resident has been roaming around 
Reading’s various parks and open-spaces on a mission to find roughly 20,000 square feet 
of space for a new dog park. 

At one point investigating a list of 15 such properties, that promising inventory has 
since been cut down to just a pair of remaining sites. 

Last summer, one of the most promising options, a doggie playground at Memorial 
Park off of Charles Street, was crossed off the list just as town officials’ were prepared 
to begin pitching the idea to residents. Then in early in October, Reading’s School Com- 
mittee somewhat expectedly rejected another pitch to place the park on land by the 
community’s Birch Meadow Elementary School. 

Now, with yet another plan to construct the dog park on land by the Burbank Ice 
Arena off of Symonds Way put on ice in recent weeks so town officials can vet alternative 
development plans for that municipal land, Reading will likely miss its last chance at 
obtaining some $275,000 in private grant money for the project. 

And in the worst kick-in-the-gut, Cool’s beloved four-legged companion Khaleesi, the 
outdoors-loving pet that sparked the town resident’s quest, passed away late last month. 

Still, the dog park advocate is undeterred. 

“When I started this dog park effort, I knew how much she loved going to dog parks, 
playing, running, and interacting with other dogs and people there,” Cool said of late 
pet during a recent appearance before Reading’s Symonds Way Exploratory Committee 
(SWEC). 

“I thought it would be great for every dog and their human in Reading to have that 
opportunity close by in a well-designed, safe park. I so much looked forward to taking 
her there on opening day and now that will have to be in spirit only,” he continued.

Not giving up 

One of Reading’s estimated 3,500 dog owners, Cool first approached Town Manager 
Fidel Maltez and Select Board member Chris Haley back in the summer of 2022 about 
the pet park. 

Though town officials did briefly toy with the idea of slating some of the community’s 
$7.2 million allotment of American Rescue Plan Act (ARPA) or federal COVID-19 bailout 
funds towards the project, the Select Board concluded the idea required a lot more study. 

Visiting doggie recreation sites in neighboring communities like Wilmington, Wake- 
field, Woburn, Burlington and Gloucester and doing some research on recommended 
park sizes and amenities, Cool and other advocates by the fall of 2022 had completed 
that initial homework assignment.

For such a famed historical figure, 
Napoleon has made only fleeting appear- 
ances in movies since Abel Gance's 1927 
silent film.

plans as a series). Napoleon and his bi- 


corne hat — more icon of history than a 
real character — mostly only pops up in 
time-traveling odysseys like "Time Ban- 
dits" or "Bill and Ted's Excellent Adven- 
ture." 

The party, though, is finally on in Ridley 
Scott's "Napoleon," starring Joaquin 
Phoenix. Scott doesn't do anything small, 
not even famously diminutive French em- 
perors.

But don't mistake "Napoleon" for your 
average historical epic. Our first sense that 
this may not be a grand glorification of a 
Great Man of history comes early in the 
film, when a 24-year-old Bonaparte leads 
the siege on the British troops controlling 
the port city of Toulon. When Napoleon, 
then a major, charges forward in the fight, 
he's visibly terrified, even panting. He 
looks more-like Phoenix's anxious protag- 
onist in "Beau Is Afraid" than the man who 
would become France's Caesar. Napoleon 
doesn't storm the gates so much as lurch 


desperately at them. 
And for the rest of Scott's film and 
Phoenix's riveting performance, 


Napoleon's actions are never much more 
complicated than that. He assumes power 
cavalierly. His coup d'état against the 
French Directory in 1799 is a ramshackle 
farce. He flings his armies around the con- 
tinent without the slightest concern.

“Placement of the dog park has been our primary con- 
cern from the start, with a key consideration being its ac- 
cessibility to the majority of Reading residents.

apply for the funding, which included a potential $25,000 
allotment to prepare design documents and another 
$250,000 to cover “hard” construction costs. In return, 
Reading would be required to foot a minimum of 10 per- 
cent of the dog park budget. : 

At the last minute, the town manager, at the advice of 
Stanton Foundation representatives, scuttled the Memo- 
rial Park concept plan over the summer due to lingering 
questions about a number of deed restrictions tied to the 
property. 

In the wake of that setback, Maltez would tell the Select 
Board that the dog park planning efforts were being 
shelved for the time being. Meanwhile, the Dec. 15, 2023 
deadline to apply for what appears to be the last round of 
the Stanton Foundations “new design grant” program was 
quickly approaching. 


Last month, Cool appeared before Reading’s School

undesirable.” . 

“So we’re at the point now where we’ve had to look at 

the land just to the west of the Birch School. It looks like 
a great location for a dog park. There’s ample parkin 
around,” he later elaborated. 
_ The School Committee, citing safety concerns and po- 
tential plans to use the land for future building projects, 
voted unanimously against the proposal. But just weeks 
later, Cool was back before SWEC in the hopes of siting 
the dog park on a portion of acres-upon-acres of municipal 
land surrounding the Burbank Ice Arena.

prone to petulant rages, screaming at the 
British: "You think you're so great because 
you have boats!" 

"Napoleon" subscribes more to the Not- 
So-Great Man theory of history.. This 
Napoleon isn't extraordinary nor is he 
much of a man. He's a boyishly impulsive, 
thin-skinned brute, careening his way 
through Europe and leaving battlefields of 
dead soldiers in his wake. When he, while 
on a campaign in Egypt, is informed over 
lunch that his wife, Joséphine (Vanessa 
Kirby), is having an affair back in Paris, 
he responds curtly to the messenger: "No 
dessert for you." 

For more than 200 years, characteriza- 
tions of Napoleon have ranged from genius 
reformer born. out of the French Revolu- 
tion to marauding tyrant whose wars left 
three million dead. Napoleon, himself, 
helped shape his legacy while exiled on St. 
Helena with a self-serving memoir. Some 
of the titans of 19th century literature reck- 
oned with him. Victor Hugo wrote 
Napoleon lost at Waterloo because he had 
grown "troublesome to God." Tolstoy, in 
"War and Peace," was less impressed, call- 

“ing him, "that most insignificant instru- 
ment of history." 

In "Napoleon," which begins with Marie 
Antoinette at the guillotine and ends with 
Napoleon on St. Helena where he died at 
age 51 in 1821, it's startling how much dis- 
regard the movie has for its protagonist. 
Hollywood historical epics have tradition- 
ally leaned toward aggrandizement, not 
the undressing of fragile, deluded male 
egos who exclaim over dinner: "Destiny 
has brought me here! Destiny has brought 
me this lamb chop!" 

Here is a sweeping historical tapestry 
— no one does it better today than Scott — 
with a damning, almost satirical portrait 
at its center. That mix — Scott's spectacle 
and Phoenix's the-emperor-has-no-clothes 
performance — makes "Napoleon" a rivet- 
ingly off-kilter experience. 

It's not always a smooth mix. Phoenix's 
characterization may at times have more 
in common with some of his past depic- 
tions of melancholy loners ("The Master," 
"The Joker") than any factual record of 
Napoleon. A quality like ambition, you'd 
think, would be prominent in depicting 
Napoleon. He was a notorious workaholic, 
meticulously organized and an energetic 
intellectual — little of which is’ present 

‘here, making Napoleon's rise to power 
sometimes hard to fathom. 

But that's also part of the point of 
"Napoleon," which surely has some con- 
temporary echoes. -

way (a highlight of the supporting cast is 
Paul Rhys as the scheming diplomat Tal- 
leyrand) as the film marches through 
major events like the fall of Robespierre, 
the 1799 coup, Napoleon making himself 
Emperor in 1804 and the triumphant Battle 
of Austerlitz. The last is Scott's finest set 
piece in the film, ending in a rout of the 
Russian forces as they flee over a frozen 
pond while the bombardment of cannons 
plunges them into an icy grave. 

But in David Scarpa's screenplay, the 
real through line in "Napoleon" isn't the 
string of battles leading up to the downfall 
we all know is coming at Waterloo. (There, 
Rupert Everett's sneering Duke of Welling- 
ton enlivens the military tactics.) It's 
Napoleon's relationship with Joséphine 
that makes the main thread. 

When he first sees her across a crowded 
party, he stands transfixed. Anyone would 
be. The slinky Kirby, sporting a pixie cut, 
rivals Phoenix for most potent presence in 
"Napoleon." She has a complete hold on 
Napoleon, who turns out to be no more 
suave in the bedroom than he is among so- 
ciety. When he returns from Egypt furious 
from the well-publicized rumors of her in- 
fidelity, they have a prolonged fight that 
ends with her turning the tables. "You are 
nothing without me," she tells him, as he 
cowers, happily. "Say it." 

There's a version of the film that could 
be wholly focused on their dynamic. 
Joséphine is omnipresent for a long stretch 
— he writes her.constantly from the bat- 
tlefront in letters narrated to us — but 
"Napoleon" never quite finds its balance in 
cutting between their life together and the 
military exploits. Scott is expected to re- 
lease a four-hour director's cut on Apple 
TV+ after the film's theatrical run, which 
may offer a more calibrated version. 

But the 85-year-old Scott — himself a 
symbol of ceaseless ambition — has made 
a film that, like his previous "The Last 
Duel," is a provocative takedown of male 
power. Scott has made plenty of brawny, 
swaggering epics in his time — including 
"Gladiator," with an Oscar-nominated 
Phoenix as the Roman emperor Com- 
modus. But even though not everything in 
"Napoleon" coheres, it's appealing desta- 
bilizing. In one of the film's final images, 
Napoleon and his hat are in silhouette as 
he slumps to his death like a keeling ship, 
going down. :

In a way, the final play 
of Saturday’s Div.

Make no mistake, the 
Foxborough High football 
team earned its spot in 
the Div.

After our car adven- 
ture, Mike and I were fast 
friends. 

Before long, I invited 
him into a fantasy foot- 
ball league and started 
a two-decade long mis- 
sion to get him to join 
my candlepin bowling 
league. 

We often laughed about 
that evening in Arlington 
for the next 15 years or 
So. 

Shawsheen Tech in Bil- 
lerica was where I saw 
Mike the most. 

He covered the Rams 
for the Town Crier and I 
had been the sports edi- 
tor of a newspaper in 
Billerica for more than 
20 years and had been 
roaming the sidelines on 
Cook Street since the 
mid-1990s. 

Since Mike’s coverage 
for the Crier was strict- 
ly Tewksbury and Wil- 
mington and my paper 
was only Billerica, our 
story ideas hardly ever 
overlapped. 

When a Billerica ath- 
lete scored a touchdown 
or had an interception, 
I’d happily announce 
“don’t bother Mike, that’s 
one of my boys.”

I never do. 

Mike didn’t either, al- 
though when his boys 
were young, he’d occa- 
sionally bring them and 
sit in the box so Adam 
or Mike Jr. could see the 
game from the VIP sec- 
tion.

Mike ultimately return- 
ed the car favor, by the 
way.
